2015 - Selectmen’s Annual Report 


Brendon K. McKeage was unopposed in his re-election bid for a 3 year seat on the Board of 
Selectmen. His term will expire in March of 2018. Selectman Steve Ellis was appointed as 
chairman for the year 2015. Vinnie Scarnici ran as a ‘write-in’ candidate for Road Agent and 
won the 3 year seat. His term will expire in 2018. 


The Board of Selectmen would like to start our annual report by first and foremost, wishing our 
longest living resident, Bernice Fish a Happy Birthday. Bernice turned 100 in November and is 
the holder of the Town’s Boston Post Cane. Secondly, the Board would like to thank the “Old 
Home Day Committee’ (especially David Covill - who chaired the committee) for making the 
Town's celebration of its 175" Anniversary such a wonderful and enjoyable success. The Town 
should be proud of what was achieved — I know we are. Lastly, we would like to thank all the 
businesses who purchased street banners in support of the ‘Old Home Day Celebration’. 


For the second year in a row, the Town went through some unexpected changes with employees. 
Shortly after town meeting, the Board of Selectmen learned that our administrative assistant, 
Jennifer Landry, would be leaving. In May, Richard Lapoint submitted his letter to the Board of 
Selectmen that he would be retiring in August after serving the Town for 28 years as police chief. 
Holly Galietta of Pittsburg was hired May 1° as the new administrative assistant and on August 
17", John LeBlanc of Pittsburg was sworn in as the new Chief of Police. John is a military 
veteran who served in the United States Army for 9 years as a Military Police Officer with a tour 
of duty in Iraq and one in Afghanistan. The Board of Selectmen wish both Holly and John long 
and prosperous careers with the Town. 


The Selectmen can finally report that after 3 years of construction, the Town’s 2.5 million dollar 
water project is near completion. The final phase of the project was put out to bid last spring. 
Wells Excavation of Colebrook, NH was awarded the bid at $92,199. P & R Excavating of 
Lancaster, NH came in at $113,914 and AB Logging of Lancaster, NH was $131,909. This 
portion of the project focused on the water main from Cheese Factory Road to Judd Road 
affecting 12 residential water service connections. 


In January, the Board of Selectmen met with Chris Gamache of The Bureau of Trails regarding 
ATV use on Main Street. The Selectmen’s position was to move the ATV traffic from the 
sidewalk to Main Street / Route 3. We were informed that a public hearing would be required 
before the Bureau of Trails could apply for approval through the Department of Transportation 
and the Department of Safety. On March 16", a public hearing was held at the Town Office. 
Public comment was to move the ATV traffic to Main Street versus the sidewalk. After working 
out the logistics with the 3 agencies, Main Street was officially opened to ATV traffic in August. 


In May, the Selectmen met with Robert Durfee of Dubois & King, a private firm that specializes 
in engineering & rehabilitation of covered bridges. We discussed cost and funding to repair the 
Happy Corner Bridge which is on the States Department of Transportation’s ‘red list’. It was 
suggested that the Town contact the State and be put on the ‘Bridge and Aid Program’. Because 
the bridge is usable to automobile traffic, the State will reimburse the Town 80% of the 
engineering study if the bridge is in the program. The Selectmen are currently looking into the 
program which would place the Happy Corner Bridge on the replacement list for 2022-23. 


Four of our town buildings had some modest interior improvements. The Town Office and Police 
Department saw a fresh coat of paint along with new carpet and tile. The meeting room in the 
Fire Department also got new carpet and the beach house was polyurethaned before it was 
officially opened in June. A new phone system upgrade was installed in the Town Office and 
Police Department at a cost of $4,900. 


The Board of Selectmen met with Toby Owen to discuss harvesting the Town Farm property 
located on Town Farm Road. In June, Toby started the cut in and around the apple orchard. 
Throughout the summer and early fall the Selectmen monitored the cut and were very pleased 
with the job. Approximately 15,000 board feet of softwood was harvested and shipped to market. 
The cut will resume this summer. 


We continue to face difficult challenges with the Town’s aging sewer infrastructure and finding 
qualified / certified people to work on the system. The system is showing it’s age after 30 plus 
years. The selectmen are going to have to make some unpopular decisions when it comes to the 
overall cost for operation and maintenance of the system. The users are more than likely going to 
face significant rate increases in the near future. In December, one of the two 15 horse power 
pumps at the Murphy Dam Road pump station stopped working; we replaced it at a cost of 
$13,750. The Bacon sewer sub-station also had to be rebuilt with a concrete slab and frost wall 
with a footprint slightly larger than the old structure. This accommodated work space and safety 
requirements at a cost of $10,561. A week’s work was done with Resource Management Inc. at 
the Indian Stream Lagoon where several hundred yards of stock piled compost was hauled off 
site. We anticipate doing more composting this summer to clean out Pit # 2 at a cost of about 
$11,000. Due to changes at the lagoon site, we were required by the Department of Environment 
Services (DES) in Concord to submit a new site plan to have on file. 


The Highway Department worked very diligently over the summer to keep the roads graded on a 
regular basis. A significant amount of work was done on the upper part of Back Lake Road to fix 
a culvert issue. A new 54 foot culvert with headers was installed and approximately 1,400 yards 
of gravel was hauled in to widen and raise the road before it was paved. W. D. Dorman & Son 
was awarded the summer paving bid for Back Lake, Beach, River and Hill Roads at $54,928. 
Central Paving was $64,557, Gray’s Paving $65,928 and Pike $67,714. 


In August, we met with Eversource (Northern Pass) representatives, Kathleen Lewis & Brian 
Bosse and asked them what their specific intentions were and the potential impact on Pittsburg. 
We learned that there had been recent changes to the plan due to reduced amount of electrical 
current being carried, as well as a potential reduction in the pole height in some sections. The 
transfer structure would be approximately ten foot square enclosure that would stand eighty feet 
tall. The Board explained that Pittsburg is greatly supported by outdoor recreation and that 
people come to our area to get away from the appearance of large structures protruding through 
natural wooded areas. In addition, these structures are going to cut right through the heart of the 
Indian Stream Republic, which has been preserved as sacred ground for 175 years. The Board 
requested of Eversource that in order to maintain our beautiful vistas to protect the Indian Stream 
Republic that they allow the two mile line project to be re-routed and buried. In October, the 
Pittsburg Board of Selectmen joined forces with the Boards of Selectmen from Clarksville and 
Stewartstown in drafting a letter of concern regarding Eversource’s proposal on Northern Pass. 
The letter was signed by all nine selectmen and sent to the Site Evaluation Committee for 
consideration. 


In October, the construction got underway to place a permanent structure over the Construction 
and Debris (C&D) container. At the Transfer Station, we were able to complete the ground work 
resulting in a concrete wall and a new slab to support the building. This summer, the structure 
itself will be built. We were hit yet again with our second municipal waste container needing 
repair before it was ‘red flagged’ and taken out of circulation. The Selectmen agreed to repair the 
container for $1,070 rather than purchasing another new one for $8,700. The repairs done to the 
container should last another 3 to 5 years. A total of 507 tons of waste was removed from the 
transfer station which is a decrease from last year by 26 tons. 


Much time was spent by the Economic Development Committee in redesigning our Town Park. 
We have received several grants that will pay for a Gazebo which hopefully will create lots of 
activity. The foundation has been poured and it will be assembled in the spring. In addition a 
monument for the Pioneer Trail will be erected in the Park this year. We are the first Town in the 
United States to erect such a monument, which will compliment many Towns in Canada that 
already have a Pioneer Trail Monuments Many THANKS to all the volunteers that spent 
countless hours in making these improvements possible. 


A new era in the relationship between TansCanada and the Town developed in 2015. Having 
come to an agreement, through arbitration, on the assessment and taxes on TransCanada property 
in the Town, dialogue became more frequent. We have seen tremendous improvements in the 
entrance to the First Lake Dam and to the boat launching pads at 1“ and 2™ Lakes along with 
water levels. Visitors to our area frequently comment on how beautiful and pristine our Lakes are 
and consider them to be the ‘Crown Jewels’ of New Hampshire's waterways. TransCanada’s 
commitment to the area came to the forefront recently with a $7,500 grant towards our Town 
Park improvements. We look forward to working with TransCanada into the future. Working 
together on our outdoor recreational opportunities only makes a great area better. 


In closing, the Board of Selectmen wishes to thank the many residents who have given their time 
willingly to the various committees, departments, societies and associations throughout the year. 
We also want to thank the employees and all town officials appointed and elected who have 
worked in the best interest of the Town with the available limited resources.

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2015 - POLICE REPORT 


The 2015 year for the Pittsburg Police Department was and forever will be a historic one with the 
retirement of Chief Richard Lapoint. It is no secret that over the last 27 year Lapoint dedicated his life 
to the Town of Pittsburg and served diligently until his retirement from the Department. For some of 
you who may not know, with the aid of the Project Aware Grant Lapoint has taken on the role as the 
Pittsburg/Stewartstown School Resource Officer. 


The Pittsburg Police Department received a few technical advancements in the 2015 year. The 
department was able to get all the computers connected and running efficiently. The department was 
also able to get the Records Management System (RMS) up and running. This system allows tracking 
of criminal activity within the Town. The system also cuts down on the time an Officer spends writing 
reports allowing for more time patrolling within the community. 


I would like to take a minute to thank the Part-Time Officers of the Pittsburg Police Department. 
Through their cooperation and willingness to work it has made my transition into the Chief position 
seamless. This year Part-Time Officers put in over 1,700 hours of patrol time to ensure the Town of 
Pittsburg remains a safe place to live and visit. 


The Pittsburg Police Department covered over 56 motor vehicle accidents in 2015 and actively 
patrolled the town for motor vehicle violations. The Department had over 55 criminal cases and 
assisted other agencies to infiltrate a local drug ring that was bringing prescription drugs and illegal 
opioids such as heroin and suboxone into Pittsburg and neighboring towns. This year the Department 
continued to take part in the Federal Stonegarden Grant that provided over 240 patrol hours at no cost 
to the town. In 2016 the Stonegarden Grant will enable the department to purchase of a new upgraded 
mobile radio in our police cruiser, without this grant the radio would cost the town $5,000. 


The Department looks forward to the 2016 ATV Season. Previously the department had two older Can- 
am ATVs that where not equipped to patrol Pittsburg's 178 miles of trails and borders. Through the 
trade of these ATV’s and the use of the Police Department Asset Forfeiture funds the department is now 
better equipped with the addition of a 2016 Can-am Outlander Max XT Law Enforcement ATV. The 
new Law Enforcement ATV is fully equipped with lights and siren and will assist the Department in 
controlling the ever increasing ATV population. 


In summary, I want to thank the Officers, Selectmen, and most importantly the Town’s residents for 
giving me the opportunity to serve as your Chief of Police. This has always been a dream of mine and 
because of this Town’s confidence I am now fulfilling my dream. Although the position comes with 
many challenges, I am confident I will serve the Town of Pittsburg for many years and continue to 
make it a safe place for everyone to enjoy.

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PITTSBURG HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 2015 REPORT 


The start of the year of 2015, we had a changing of the guard at the Highway Department and the winter 
that would just not go away. The Road Agent, Dale Ward, retired in February leaving a vacancy for the 
upcoming three year term. By the Town's deadline to file papers for Road Agent no one had filed turning it 
into a write in election on election day. Three days prior to the March Town Meeting, Vinny Scarnici 
decided to run as a write in candidate. When the votes were counted on March 10th among a field of twelve 
write in candidates, Vinny won the three year seat as Pittsburg's new Road Agent and was sworn in by the 
Board of Selectmen. Vinny was brought up to speed with the current issues of the Highway Department 
and dove right in. 


It snowed nearly every day during the month of March and right up through April 24th. The Highway 
Department was out plowing, salting and sanding the thirty seven miles of Town roads 58 times from 
January through April 2015 and a total of 83 times over the entire 2014-2015 Winter season using over one 
hundred tons of salt and three thousand yards of sand. 


The spring brought plenty of flooding roadways which resulted in the thawing of some sixteen culverts 
throughout the town. The arrival of summer brought dusty gravel roads. The Highway Department 
purchased 20 tons of Calcium Chloride to spread to help control the dust. 


After the winter thaw, all gravel Town roads were graded at least three times each. Back Lake Road 
received a much needed repair from A Scott Road to the south side of the ATV parking lot. After a 42" 
metal culvert had rotted out and undermined the road causing a cave in. The road was temporarily shut 
down for a day as an emergency repair was made by the Highway Department. W.D. Dorman & Son 
Company assisted the Highway Department in digging out a 20 ft wide by 10 ft deep cave in and replaced 
the 42" wide rotted culvert with a new plastic culvert and raised the road 6 ft to accommodate the culvert 
making it necessary to construct one large header on each side of the road. Over 1500 yards of gravel and 
30 yards of crushed stone were used for this project. 


Throughout the summer, ditching was done on Hill Road, Stewart Young Road, and Danforth Road. Four 
new culverts were installed on River Road, Hall Stream Road, Cheese Factory Road and Back Lake Road. 
Fifty five road signs were repaired around the Town. Seven tons of cold patch was purchased and put down 
filling in various pot holes on our hot top roads. The culvert header and wall at the foot of the north end of 
Hill Road and Rt. 3 was completely rebuilt after a cave in and Dorman Road received some gravel. 


The Highway Crew rebuilt and painted eight picnic tables that were rotted and falling apart. The Beach 
Road beach area received a much needed overhaul by the Highway Department including bringing in 14 
yards of new sifted beach sand, trimming overgrown shrubbery and tree limbs, repairing the beach sign 
information board, rebuilding and painting of the fence, the repair of an old drainage ditch that ran through 
the beach, repairing the non-motorized boat ramp and graveled the parking area. 


The Highway Department worked with the Water Department on a number of jobs around the down town 
area providing back hoe and man power. Additionally, the Highway Department assisted the school by 
digging a trench for the electrical work needed to allow the school buses to be plugged in during the winter 
months. 


The 2015 paving bid was won by W.D. Dorman & Son Company where 3300 ft of new paving was put 
down on Beach Road, Back Lake Road, Hill Road, the bridge aprons on River Road and the entrance of the 
parking area for the Beach. 


All the Highway Department equipment received scheduled maintenance and were lettered with Highway 
Department decals.

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PITTSBURG WATER DEPARTMENT 2015 REPORT 


Last February Pittsburg experienced some extremely bitter cold temperatures for a 
longer period than normal. Due to this weather we had experienced frozen water lines in 
unexpected places where the old water lines had not frozen before. 

The old water line continued to plague us with leaks. A new 1,160 foot long 2 inch 
diameter main water line was established from Cheese Factory Road to Judd Road and 
connected to the residences there. Some of the line was done by horizontal boring where 
possible but there was ledge and in many places the horizontal boring was not possible. Where 
there was ledge the open trenching excavation method was used to connect to the places 
where horizontal boring was successful. The open trenching was slow and involved many huge 
boulders that were broken up and hauled away. After connecting to the older PVC main line at 
Judd Road the old line back to Cheese Factory Road was abandoned in place. 

In October the old pump house and water reservoir at 81 Crawford Road in Clarksville 
were demolished. Five of the Six old wells were filled with grout to prevent any possibility of 
contamination to the aquifer. The newest drilled well was left to go with the property. The old 
6" main line was abandoned in place. 

There is approximately 525 feet of old existing galvanized main line left in the system. 

In the spring of 2016 we hope to have enough grant money left to replace approximately 300 
feet of this old corroding pipe.

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Sewer Department Annual Report 


The Pittsburg sewer system is 27 years old and beginning to show major signs of wear. The Mill Street 
pump station is in the worst condition of the three pump stations and is currently under major repairs. 
This station handles the majority of the sewerage produced by the town. Murphy Dam pump station is 
showing minor wear. Bacon Street pump station continues to run with very few problems. Below is a 
breakdown of the stations and what needs to be done for reliable operation of the pump stations. 


Murphy Dam: Replaced bad coil for pump# 2 in the control panel. Pump#1 failed in January 2016 - the 
pump needs to be rebuilt and replaced with new pump as soon as it is received. Replaced 3 floats in the 
dosing chamber due to failure. Locking mechanism on dosing chamber failed — awaiting new parts to 
repair. Rapid infiltration basins have been sprayed with weed killer, rototilled and York raked ona 
monthly basis. Due to the rich environment grasses grow back almost as fast as they are removed — | 
suggest the top layer of soil be removed from the 8 basins and replaced with new leaching soil. The 
main sewer building is beginning to rot along the bottom and the siding needs to be replaced. A small 
shed is scheduled to be installed for storage of flammable materials. 


Mill Street: More than 80% of the sewerage produced by the town is pumped through this station 
therefore seeing the most wear. The rail system for pump #1 has be replaced due to heavy corrosion 
and the rail system for pump #2 will need to be replaced when funds become available. We’ve 
continued to experience major problems with the electrical panel causing pump #1 to not run and 
shutting down after power outages and high water levels. An expert on pumps and panels has been 
hired to trouble shoot the full system. Bolen’s Septic dewatered the storage tank in November and will 
need to be re-done in the spring due to high levels of sludge. The building around the pump station was 
replaced due to rot. The new building was redesigned to make it more maintenance friendly. 


Bacon Road: This pump station is relatively trouble free as it sees the least amount of use. The building 
around the station was replaced due to age and should last many years. 


There was a major freeze on the sewer line on January 9, 2015 between the pump station and the last 
home on the line. Four days were spent thawing about 180 feet of line. Shortly after that a line going 
into the Mill Street pump station plugged and with a cleared with no further problems. 


On December 24, 2015 the sewer line from Echo Valley Village was plugged. Several hours were spent 
clearing the plugged line at 3 separate man holes. 


Indian Stream Lagoons: The lagoons are no longer used as our primary dumping site for septic systems 
in Pittsburg. Sewerage is sent to a site in Canaan, Vt. The lagoons are still in operation and are only used 
when the Canaan facility is at maximum capacity. We are in the process of modifying our permit for 
these lagoons due to the change of use. We have experienced problems with high nitrate counts in one 
of our monitoring wells. We will continue to have an increase in testing at these wells until the level of 
nitrates remain below the state standards. All compost that was stored at the lagoons was removed and 
the grounds were cleaned up.

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Assessor's Report 2015 


During 2015, over 570 Pittsburg properties were visited, for new construction/under construction & 
renovation review, subdivisions, sales review, review of properties that no longer qualify for current 
use or enrolling into current use and data verification (ensuring assessment information is accurate). 


Also, in 2015, the town tax maps were updated to 4/1/2015. Prior to that, the maps had not been 
updated since 4/1/2009 (other than hand-updated), so there were a lot of changes to the maps. 


Every year, the town assessor is required by NH Department of Revenue Administration (DRA) to 
submit accurate information on any/all properties that have sold during the equalization year (October | 
through September 30). In 2014, the ratio (average of the assessed values compared to actual sale 
prices) was 106.9% (overall, assessments were 6.9% higher than sale prices); for 2015, the ratio is 
100.7%. This indicates a slight improvement in the market. 


In 2015 there were 106 building notifications filed; in 2014, 64 building notifications were filed. There 
were 8 new residential buildings (homes & camps) built in 2014; there have been 20 built in 2015. 


There are 1,371 properties in Pittsburg with residential buildings on them (homes, camps and vacation 
homes); of those, 387 owners have Pittsburg addresses, so 72% of properties with a residential building 
have owners who do not have a Pittsburg address. 


The total town value for Pittsburg (before exemptions) in 2014 was $246,803,000 (rounded); in 2015 
the total was $249,444,000 (rounded), an increase of $2,641,000.

As the regional planning commission serving the 51 municipalities and 25 Unincorporated Places 
of northern New Hampshire, North County Council (NCC) continued to provide a wide range of 


services in 2015. Some of the highlights: 


Drop-in office hours around the region increased opportunities to provide assistance. 
Revolving loan fund helped several area businesses keep their doors open and workers 
employed. 

Traffic count program enabled municipalities, businesses, and NHDOT to monitor trends 
and evaluate future needs. 

Administration of payments for volunteer driver program enabled many residents to 
access medical appointments and other basic needs.
